‘Tax past week has been one of frequent local thunder-storms and heavy showers, which ”* 
have given unusually general and abundant rain to the greater part of the province. It was 
pointed out in last weck’s summary that the excessive heat and dryness of the air had given 
rise to unusually strong sea winds from the Bay and hot land winds from Upper India, 
These converged towards Central Bengal, where the barometer was unusually low. Tt is 











“also probable that there may haye been an indranght of cool air from the region of recent 


heavy snowfall in the Himalayas. From these or other causes the weather conditions 
became unsettled. The consequent disturbance has been much greater and more prolonged 
than is usual in April. Frequent thundcr-storms with heavy rain and occasional hail showers 
have occurred almost daily in every part of the proviner, although or perhaps in couse 
muence of the storms having been so numerous and widespreal, the winds which accompanied 
them have been less violeut than usual. 








. The first storm» occurred in the western districts of South-West Bengal aud the 





Balasore district, and also in the northern districts of North Bengal on the 2st. The 
stormy weather extended to the whole of Bengal on the 22nd, on which day rain was 
reyorded at nearly every reporting station Next day the weatlior yas less unsettled, and 
local showers fell at a few stations, chiefly in Kast and North thengul. On the 24th again 
storms occurred in nearly every district of Benval. ‘The atmospiicre now became more 
disturbed, and storms with more or less heavy rain occurre) on the 25:h and 26th over the 
whole of Bengal (except the Moorshedabad district). ‘The stormy weather now extended to 
North Behar and the eastern or hilly districts of South Behar. The showers in that area 
were, however, gencrally light. On Friday, the 27th, the rainfall was 8! y less general 
Heavy showers, however, occurred in East Bengal ; Goalundo registered 3°34 inches on 
that day, and Brahmunberiek, in the Commillah district, 36 inches, ‘The w thus 
terminated with unsettled weacher, and with the probability of the occurrence of frequent 
more or less general rain showers during the next week.

The table shows that over the whole of Bengal abundant rain hes fallen, and that the 
rainfall for the month is in consequence considerably above the average ‘This is most 
marked in North Bengal, where it is more than double the average, and to a less extent in 
Eastern Bengal aud North Behar, where it is about 50 per cent. above the average, The 
raipfall in Orissa and South Behar for the past week has been much smaller in amount and 
barely up to the average, whilst in Cautia Nagpur it is below it. Hence in all these districts 
the rainfall for the mouth (up to the 27th) is considerably in defect, and is only from 40 to 
60 per cent. of its normal amount. ‘The Shahabad and Gya districts and Chutia Nagpur, 
across which the westerly winds of Upper India blew in full force, are the only districts in 
which the conditions of excessive heat aud dryness have been continued from tne previous 
aud during the past weck.

lays of the month of April. No rain is reported for this period from North Bengal, 
and Behar. On. the Ist of May thunder-storms and showers were less frequent in South, 
West and Hast Bengal, but the stormy weather extended on that day to Northern Bengal, 
and the north-western districts of North Beher On the 2nd, Bastern Bengal and the 
24-Pergunnahs and Hoogily districts experienced a series of thunder-showers giving goneral + 
rain, 

‘The weather again became more unsettled during the nest two days, and rain fell at 


. nearly all the reporging stations in Orissa aud Bengal. A few showers also occurred in

The table shows that rain in excess of the average amount for this week has fallen in 
Orissa, South-West Bengul, East Bengal, aud North Bengal. Double the average amount 
has fallen in the first three of the divisions. The rainfall in Behar and Chutia Nagpore 
for the week was on the other hand in defect. The normal rainfall in these divisions is 
in April always very small, and the present unusually dry and hot weather is the continua- 
tion of the atmospheric conditions which have characterized the whole of the past mouth, 

‘The general distribution of the rainfall of the past month is as follows :— 

Rain from 45 to 150 per cent. in excess of the average has fallen over those parts of 
the province more directly under the influence of the southerly sea winds from the Bay, that 
is Bengal and North Behar, whereas South Behar, Chutia Nagpore and Orissa, all more or 
Jess under the influence of the hot dry westerly winds of Upper India, have received much 
i than the nocmal amount.

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RAINFALL SUMMARY FOR THE MONTH GPAPRIL 1883) 
- @uentmospheric conditions of India during the month of April are generally si 
strongly marked. ‘Temperature increases rapidly in Northern India, and the seat of maxi- 
mum temperature is transferred northwards during: the month from the Deccan to the 
Central Provinces and the adjacent districts of Central India, Chutia Nagpore and. Behar, 
Moderately strong, dry, hot winds blow down the Gangetic plain and across the Haztribagh ~ 
plateau seawards, whilst cooler easterly winds blow down the Assam valley, and equally 
‘sea-winds blow across the Bengal coast, carrying up moderate supplics of moisture into. the 
interior of Bengal. The combination of southerly winds in South Bengal, eusterly:windsain._. 
North Bengal, and north«westerly winds in Chutia Nagpore, gives rise to a generally cy¢lonic 
circulation of the air over the pro The strong southerly winds at the head of the 
Bay diminish in intensity southwards, and arc only felt as hght breezes below 17° or 18 
North latitude during the month of April. 
‘The southerly winds at the head of the Bay have a strong westerly element and are 
hence mainly directed towards Eastern Bengal, whence they recurve into North Bengal and 
North Behar. They give light moderate rain during the’ month to the greater party of

It is almost certain that, whilst the rainfall is due to the southerly current from 
Bay, the peculiar conditions under which it falls, viz. during nor-westers, thunder-ston 
+. ig mainly due to the intermingling of the currents which converge to Bengal at this time. 
The average distribution of the rainfall in Bengal for the month of April is simple, 
‘The lines of equal rainfall run mainly north and south, or parallel to the hills on the border 
of Eastern and Northern Bengal 
To the east of a line running through Julpigori, Rungpore, Serajgunge, Burrisal 
Chittagong, the rainfall varies from four to six inches, The rainfall diminishes westwards 
and to the west of a curved line running through Bettiah, Durbhunga, Doomka, Hazaribagh 
and the Cuttack Ilills. The average rainfall for the month of April is less than one inth, 
and is least in Shahabad, where it is barely one-fifth of an inch. 

The rainfall of the past movth has been clearly dependent on the meteorological condi- 
tions of the month in the province. The westerly land winds which blow across South 
Behar, Chutia Nagpore into Orissa have been stronger ana drier than usual. Hence over 
the whole of this area the rainfall has been considerably below the averages, the deficiency 
being greatest in South Behar and least in Ori 

‘On the other hand, over ncarly the whole of Bengal and in North Behar, to which the 
influence of the sca-winds (which have also been of greater intensity than the aver 
extends, the rainfall has been above the average. The excess has been greatest in the ring 
« tricts Lurdering on the Assam and Tipperah Hills, viz, in Cooch Behar, East Rungpore, 

Mymensing, Kishoregunge and Tipperah, A sccond area of heavy rainfall during the past 

month includes a uarrow strip stretching from Raneegunge to Caloutta and Baraset, which 
has been visited by a series of nor-westers, strongest in the neighbourhood of Raneegunge. 
There has been, on the other hand, a loca) deficiency of rainfall in the Moorshedabad, 
Maldah, and South Bhagulpore districts.

average ; unusually strong steady sca-winds have prevailed during the week. ‘These winds 
have been strictly correlated to, aud connected with, the hot dry winds of the Gungetie plain.

Letter No. 8207, dated tho Lith April 18n3, from the Inspoctor-Gonoral of Jails, 
forwarding with his remarks the Reports of the Committee and the Superintendent 
of the Reformatory School at Alipore for the year 1882. 
Read also— 
The Reports for 1881, and tho orders of Governmont recorded thereon. 


On,the opening of the Reformatory School at Hazareebagh for boys from 
Behar in Septembemlast, 25 boys were transferred to that institution from the 
school at Alipore, and to this cause is almost entirely attributable the decreasé 
Gn the number of boys from 106 on the Ist January to 79 on the 8lst Decem- 
ber 1882, The total number of boys received, including those in the school 

t th encement of the year, was 122. Of these 18 were released on the 
of their sentences, 25 were transferred as stated above, 2 escaped, 
‘and 2 were released on attaining the age of 18, beyond which boys * 
‘be retained in tho institution. 

The discipline of the boys was satisfactory, and their conduct generally 
was a slight increase in the average number of punishments 
average being 4:7 as compared with 39 in 1881.

It is said, however, that with two exceptions the cases were trivial. An 
enlarged spleen was tho cause of the single death that occurred during the,year, 

‘ 4. With a daily average of 4:5 inmates, the total expenditure in 1882 — 
was Rs, 12,563-2-3, ns compared with Rs. 12,452-5 9 in 1881, in which year 
the daily average number of inmates was 102°32. The expenditure per head 
rose from Rs, 122-1-1 in 1881 to Hs. 182-5-6 during the past year. The 
increase was due, it is stated, to the following causes:—(1) The smaller 
number of boys; (2). the morning meal being given during the whole of the * 
year, while in 1881 it was given during five months only ; (3) the increment of 
the Superintendent's salary ; (4) the larger amount paid to the trade instructors ; 
and (5) the highcr prices of articles of diet. 

5. No change was inade in the trades on which the boys were employed. 
The value of the goods manufactured amounted to Rs. 13,151 as compared 
with Rs. 8,517 in 1881. The net profits from the garden from tho sale of 
vegetables not required for the inmates were Rs. 825 as compared with Rs, 421 
in 1881. The decrease here is stated to be due partly to the badness of the 
season, partly to the bigger and stronger boys who were available in 1881 
being replaced on release by smaller and weaker orfes, and partly to the time 
of all the boys being much oceupicd in the different trades practised in the 
Reformatory. . 

6. The report of the progress made in these trades by the boys is satis- 
factory. The workmanship of those employed on carpentry is highly com- 
mended, while the tin goods commanded a ready sale, and arc, it is said, 
considered equal to imported goods. In blacksmith’s work, canework, and 
book-binding good progress was also made. ‘The principal aim of the 
Reformatory should be to quality boys to gain their livelihood afterwards by 
honest trade, and the industries and discipline of the workshop afford the best 
security against future lapses into crime. The Superintendent's regret that 
many of the boys cannot be kept longer in the institution may be natural, but. 
their enforced detention would clearly be against the law. If'any boy wished 
to stay on of his own accord, the Licutenant-Goyernor is not aware that there 
could be any objection to his doing so. 

7. The reports received regarding the conduct of boys who had been 4 
released from the school were very satisfactory. Out of 28 boys reported on, 
only one boy was said to be living a dissolute life; the others were all doin; 
well. The boy concerning whom a bad report was received was in the school 
less than two years, and for the greater part of this time he was in hospital. 
He clearly did not get the full benefits of regular training and discipline, and to 
the want of this his misconduct after release may be attributed. 

8. The Licutenant-Governor observes with pleasure the high terms in 
which the President of the Board of Management and. the Inspector-General of .- 
Jails again speak of Mr. Kirschner, and the satisfactory state of the school 
justifies the commendation which he has received.
